Buch Scenes as Were Never Before 
Witnessed in the West. 


EXCITED MASSES OF PEOPLE CROWDING | 


EVERY BUSINESS STREET.

DexvVER, Colo., July 18.—No such a scene 
wasever witnessed in all the West as could 
be seen here this morning shortly after 10 
o’clock, when the banks were supposed to 
open their doors for business. The fallure of 
three savings banks yesterday had excited 
the masses as the smell of blood would the 
Russian wolves, and at the hour of open- 
ing the streets were crowded with anxious 
depositors. The eleven clearing-house Danks, 
located within four blocks of each other, 
were surrounded, and far into the streets 
the crowd gathered until officers and special 
police were called out gob clear the way for 
traffic. At 10 o’clock the Union National, 
with a capital of $1,000,000, posted a notice 
that they would not open their doors, This 
started the panic, and following quickly the 
Commercial National posted a similiar notice, 
and thenthe National Bank of Commerce, 
and people asked: ‘‘Where will this stop?’’ 

Arun was immediately started on all of the 
other banks, though to no great extent upon 
the People’s National. The First National 
appears to De the soundest of ali,they baving 
over 60 per centof their deposits on hand, 
with a private fund of $1,500,000 in addition to 
draw upon, making it impossible to close 
their doors. ‘The Colorado National and 
geveral cthersare in equally as good condl- 
tion. 

The mob withdrawing their money are all 
small depositors, the large holders being 
satisfied to let their accottnts remainin the 
banks. The banks are paying all demands 
except on time certificates, they demanding 
thatthese remain until the expiration of 
time. Asevery bankis crowded the clear- 
ing-house is rendering no assistance, each 
institution being compelled to stand upon its 
own foundation. 

President J. A. Thatcher of the Clearing- 
house Association says: *‘lam confident that 
to-day will see the worst of this and people 
will come to their senses. At the meeting of 
the Clearing-house last night we decided that 
we could not helpthe banks, and so some of 
All of them, I 
believe, have ample security to protect all 
Gepositors, but unfortunately at this ‘ime 
cash and not security is what the majority of 
the people are clamoring for,’’ 

At the State National Bank, of which J. D. 
NeNell is President, quite a run is in progress 
and a large number of men and women are in 
line waiting for their turn to come so they 
can get their money. The officers of the 
bank appear to be in the best of humor 
and say they are confident they can weather 
the storm. 

Up to #2 o’clock, this writing, everything is 
quiet at the Colorado National. It is under- 
stood! $500,000 in gold was received there just 
before the doors opened this morning. Presi- 
dent Countz says that he has no idea he will 
need a single penny of the fresh supply of 
money. 

There is quite a crowd of people about the 
Gcors of the Denver National and it was ru- 
moredarun was in progress there, but it 
was soon found thatthe men were Union 
Pacific employes and that they were simply 
getting their checks eashed for last month’s 
work. 

‘*This bank is closed by order of the Board 
of Directors,’’ isthe notice posted at every 
entrance to the National Bank of Com nerce, 
of which ex-Gov. J. A. Cooper is President. 
The officers are inside, but no amount of 
pounding or entreaty has so far been 
sufficient for mewspaper men to gain 
admission. The condition of this 
bank is not known to the general public, as 
its officers did not printa statement yester- 
day, as was done by almostall of the other 
banks. John R: Hanna of theCity National 
Bank said that they felt themselves to be in 
as good condition as &nybody. The bank 
recently borrowed $40,000 from the East and 
is paying in gold this morning. 

‘If this thing keeps up,’’ said Mr. Hanna, 
‘*it is only a question of time until every bank 
in the country will godown. The feeling 1s 
the samme all over the country.’’

The assets at this time 
are not known. The failure was brought on 
by attachment served on the 
house at 1 o’clock this morn. 
ing by the Union National Bank, which 
failed to open its doors this morning, for 
$71,780, and the Colorado National Bank for 
$20,847.75. The president of the latter bank 
had a private claim for $26,000 and D, Sheedy, 
an officer in the Denver National, one’ for 
$40,000. The failure was not unexpected, but 
it had been hopea that money would be 
easierand that the firm would be able to 
pullthrough. The stringency in the money 
marketand inability to place securities or 
secure an extension from the banks, aided 
by the closing of the three savings hanks 
yesterday, was the direct cause. Had the 
banks which closed yesterday been able to 
secure casii with which to carry it over the 
**hard spots’’ the failure would not t\ave oc- 
curred. Neurly the entire amount falls on 
Denver banks and commercial houses. 


FIRST NATIONAL AT FORT SCOTT. 

Fort ScorTt, Kan., July 18.—The First Na- 
tional Bank = of this city failed to 
open for business this morning. The following 
notice posted in the windows was the first 
intimation the public had of the financial 
condition of the bank: 

owing to the steady withdrawal of deposits and 
our inability to collect assets, we deem it to the best 
interests of all eoneerned be temporarily closed. As- 
sets are mere than three times the liabilities and de- 
positors will lose nothiag. 

ihe First National was essablished here in 
1871 and was the oldest and largest national 
bank iIn;*outheastern Kansas. It had a 
capital stock of $300,000, fully paid in, and has 
always stood allruns. Some of the heaviest 
depositors of the bank say that they are con- 
fident they willnot ose a collar ana that the 
bank will resume business at an early date. 

A run on the People’s savings Bank was 
started, but the thirty-aay law was taken ad- 
vantage of and the bank thus saved from 
being swamped. 

The failure of the First National Bank has 
no effect on the other banks. 


BANK FAILURE AT ADA, 
Apa, O., July 18.—The Citizens’ Bank 
closed its doors this morning. Cashier P. 
Ahlefeld made an assignment to his brother, 
N. Ahlefeld of Kenton, O., Monday night. It 
was a private bank and furnished the only 


banking ‘a¢ilities inthe town. The amount 
of assets and liabilities cquid not be learned, 
but {t was the general impression that it 
would pay in full. The streets were filled 
with depositors awalting a statement as to 
the condttinn of affairs. Ahilefeld isa con- 
tractor on the $30,000 sciiool buliding, runs a 
pianing mill pliant and a large brick rard. 
tie has been considered a vefy coservative 
business man. He belongs toa wealthy and 
influential family.

HE IS THE MAN 


Neighbors and Army Comrades 
Sure of Newby’s Identity.

“Crazy Jack” of Andersonville the Pris- 
oner at the Bar. 


“1M SHOT ALL TO PI'CES” THE CLAIN- 
ANT’S WORDS AT SHILOH. 


A Nephew "aw Him After the Battle—He 
Was Bad!iy Wounded but Still Alive— 
Boores of Witnesses Testify in Favor 
of the Claimant—No Doubt.in Their 
Minds That He Is the Long-Missing 


Man. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., July 18.—The task of 
penetrating tlie veil which conceals the iden- 
tity of the grizzled old man who Claims to be 
William Newby, was renewed by Court and 
jury this morning. .Among those who have 
closely watched developments in the Case Is 
United States Senator John M. Palmer, 
himself a soldier and one who 
takes a deep interest in everything 
pertaining tothe men who bDa'tled forthe 
Union. The case has attracted the attention 
of old soldiers all over the country, and the 
audience inthe Federal building is largely 
made upof men who are as gray as is the 
central figure in this after-the-war drama. 

The famous claimant was in a more cheer- 
ful mood this morning than on any 
Yormer day of the trial. After 
the adjournment of court last 
night his hand was taken by the witness, 
who remembered him as ‘‘Crazy Jack’’ of 
Andersonville, and foratime he seemed to 
feel as if the old war days were on again and 
he was once more Bill Newby, the strong and 
active soldier, surrounded by his comradgs. 
This spirit seemed to have remained with 
the old man to-day, and when be came into 
court And took his accustomed place, with 
the confiding woman who Delieves she is his 
wife, he looked about the room and nodded 
familiarly to many persons inthe throng of 
spectators. 

SURE OF HIS IDENTITY. 

Before the noon recess of court twenty wit- 
nesses had been examined. Each one of these 
was confident that the prisoner was William 
Newby. In neariy every instance the State- 


ment was positive. 

A majority were companions In arms, who 
served with him in shiloh. Several 6thers 
were netehbors, who ideatified Newby by his 
pecullar stammer when excited, and other 
personul traits. The evidence was entirely 
cerroborative of what had gone before in be- 
half of the defense 

Among these witnesses were Justice Lim- 
pert, Jobn Caison, George Chrisel, Moses 
Cutes, Graph McCullough and Newton W, 


McKill, 
SAW HIM AT SHILOH. 

Creed Day testified that Be first met Newby 
at Jefferson Barracks tn 1861. The last time 
he sew bim was afterthe battle of Shiloh, 
He Was going over the fleld with other soi- 
dalers and noticed a apparently mortally 
wounded One of his fellow- soldiers said: 

‘*ihere’s old Bill Newby. He cannot last 
long.’’ 

Witness saw blood streaming from a wound 
on the left side of the man’s head, and he 
was breathing heavily.

When the sear on his forehead was exposed 
he knew beyond a doubtthat the defendant 
was William Newby. 

James J. Watson als? saw Newby lying on 
the battle-fleld of Shiloh, He lifted his head 
and found a wound onthe left sideof the 
head from which blood flowed freely, 
Newby closely resembled Hi Morris, who 
has never been seen since the dead were 
buried at Siilloh, 

NEWBY’S WORDS AT SHILOH. 

There was close attention. paid to the story 
told by the next witness, Marion Files. who 
came from Birmingham, Mo., to.assist as far 
as may be in establishing the truth of the 
prisoner’s claims. Files lived ijn the same 


neighborhood with Newby before the war 
and they were chums in boyheod. They 
serveu and messed together in the army. 
Files was hit by a piece of a shell at Shiloh. 
The last he saw of Newby he was crawling 
towards a tree forsupport. Witness asked: 

‘*‘What’s the matter, Bill?’’ and Newby re- 
plied: 

**1’m shot all to pieces,’’ 

Newby was an ancle by marriage to wit. 
ness. He was confident that the defendant 
was William Newby. 

George Files of Oregon County, Mo., re- 
sided in White County before the war. He 
served in the same reginrent with William 
Newby and was cenfident the defendant was 
that man. 

G. J. George of Fairfield, Ill., was inthe 
same company in which Newby served. He 
was at the battle of Shiloh, and was one of 
the detail whose duty it was to bury the dead 
in the trenches. He saw a body among 
those who had fallen which he took to be that 
f Wm. Newby, and it was so reported to the 
officer in charge. But he remembDers now 
that the faces of the dead were tergibly 
swollen, and many of them had turned blue, 
It would have been eary to make a mistake 
in the identity of the dead. George had no 
Goubtthat the claimant was the genuine 
Wim. Newby.

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THE VICTORIA DISASTER. 
The Testimony at the Court-Martial Yes- 
terday and To-Day. — 


VALLETTA, July 18.—The regular trial in the 
Victoria court-mertial 
with the reading of the first dispatch sent by 
Rear Admiral Markham, whose flag was on 
the Camperdown at the time of the accident, 
announcing the 038 of the Victoria 
to the Admiraity, and the subse- 
quent dispatches forwarded by the Kear 
Admiral. A letter, written by Rear Ad- 
miral Markham on July 1, was 
also read. In this letter minor points in the 
dispatches were corrected and the statement 
made that in reply to vice-Admiral Tryon’s 
question. ‘‘What are.you waiting for?’’ 
Rear Admiral Markham signalled that he did 
not quite understand the Vice-Admiral’s 
order. The Judge-Advocate also 
read a letter addressed to Rear 


Admiral Tracy, in which Capt. Bourke said 
that in his opinion the engines of both the 
Victoria and Camperdown were put three- 
quarters instead of fall speed astern before 
the collision, 

Constructor Newham of the Malta Dock 
Yard testified that the last time the Victoria 
was in the dock yar! her watertigiit cham- 
bers and ~cuttilers were in perfect order. 

Capt. Bourke was then placed on the 
standand repeated the.story of the acci- 
dent. He gave the conversation with 
Vice- Admiral Tryon regarding the distances 
from each other to be observed by the ships, 
and how the. Vice-Admiral, after having 
originally fixed this distance at six cable 
lenvths, agreed with the suswestion of tie 
staffthat it should be elght cable lengths. 
Subsequentiy the si-nal flags designated six 
cable lengths, and whenthe Vice-Admiral’s 
attention was cailed to this fact he said they 
were to:.emain so. Capt. Bourke added that 
he saw when the sips began to swing to- 
ward each other that there was not sufficient 
dis.ance between tbem to allow of the 
evolution and he asked permission to 
reverse the port screw in order that the 
ships should make ashorterturn. This was 
given him and subsequently @oth engines 
were ordered full speed astern. It was too 
late, however, to avert the disaster. The 
Victoria had turned twelve or thirteen 
points when the Onmperdown struck her. 
Capt. Bourke described at lengtn the efforts 
made to save the ship after the collision, 
which have heretofore been published inthe 
Post-DIsPaT1TcH. He said that his telegram 
had trily deecribed allthe details of the dis- 
aster. \He had no complaint whatever to 
make regarding the conduct of any ofthe 
survivors. 

Capt. Winsloe, the prosecutor, asked the 
survivors if they objected to anything in 
Capt. Bourke’s narrative of the disaster, or 
iftney had charves to make against anyone, 

**All the survivors auswered in chorus: 
**Nothing!’’ 

The court-martial continued its sitting this 
morning, and Capt Bourke resume his testi- 
mony. He said he became aware of the 
danger of a collision almost directly’ the 
Victoria began to tura. He did not think that 
Stat Commander Hawkins Smith had ever 
been consulted by Vice-Admiral Tryon in 
regard to the maneuvers; indeed nobody 
hal been consu:tec, When Vice-Adiuiral 
‘Iryon hoisted hiis fiag on the Victoria it was 
customary tousea 8 deg. helm. Vice-Ad- 
miral Ti yon altered thts to a 28 deg.

A Sharp Declin* in the Price of Cash 
Vi hea’. 

There was nota lit! }« anxiety Manifested" 
by grain-dealers on ‘( Gange tlo- day,owing to 
the very weak condition of the market. 
September wheat sold at 62%c, and cash 
dropped on callas low as 68c, and went beg- 


gingatthis price. Wheat dealers were of 
the opinion that the financial 
stringency in this city was just 
beginning to make itself manifest, 
Those who carry wheat, buying for cash, 
selling futures ayvainst the purchases, and 
borrowing the money to carry on the trans- 
action, were very unwilling to make any 
purchases. This in spite of the 
facrtthat foratime the difference between 
cash or July and September was 5 cents, This 
means a carrying chargs of 2% cents 
a bushel a month, or 80 cents a 
bushel a year. ‘ihe prevalent’ feeling 
of anxiety and uncertainty was such that 
even at such differences sales were simall. 
The reason given ts the difficulty 
of obtaining money and the un- 
settled financial condition. st, Louis has 
been kaown as the large city In which money 
could be most readily obtained, and this led 
to the shipment of large blocks 
of grain from points which never 
have been regarded as tributary. 
some consider that this has had something to 
do with the tightness of the money market. 
The news that New York stocks showeda 
decline, coupled with telegrams indicative of 
financial troubles in Knglaac, aaded tothe 
timorous feeling.

Bo- 
gard had fitted’ up/sleven room:, and con- 
verted the upper story of his buildingintoa 
bed house, which he called the Hotel Lott, 

Vette was also atthe Western Union Asso- 
ciation offices early this morning bargaining 
for the use of his first floor. He was told 
that he would be- given a definite answer as 
to whettier the’ company would retain the 
office one wéek hence. ‘*I? they don’t want 
the offices,’” he said to-day, ‘‘l shall im- 
mediately make other arrankements.’’

LIGHT WHEAT YIELD. 

SPRINGFIELD, Lil., July 18.—The weekly crop 
bulletin issued to day says the conditions, 
while favorable for harvesting and securing 
crops, were somewhat injurious to vegeta- 
tion, especially in the eastern half of the cen- 
tral and inthe counties of tha southern dl- 
vision. In the Southern counties, owing to 
the continued drought, corn is reported 
slightly injured. Chicn-bugs are damaging 
coro in some localities. The yield of wheat 
will be light and the quality not as good as 
as was expected. Some felds of oats are 
shortand thin, and considerable rust is re- 
ported. 


CORN RAPIDLY ADVANCING. 

Des Moines, Io., July 18.—The Iowa crop 
bulletin, issued to-day, says corn has made 
rapid advancement and at this season of the 
year there has never been a brighter prospect 
ofalarger crop. Fall wheatjand rye are in 
shock cr stack In prime order. In many 
localities oats and spring wheat are some- 
what affected by rust in consequence of the 
high temperature and humidity. 


AUSTRIAN OATS CROP, - 

VIENNA, July 18.—The drought which pre- 
vailed for so longin Austria caused a great 
falling off in tne yield of oats, and as a conse- 
quence the price of that grain has risen. The 
Government has now issued an order that if 
there should be any furtheradvance in prices 
the horses belonging to the army shall be fed 
on & mixture consisting of one-third corn and 
two-thirds oats.

THE PAN-AMERICAN RAILWAY. 


Talk With Henry G. Davis, Member of the 
National Railroad Commission. 


CUMBERLAND, Md., July 18.—Ex-Senator 
Henry G. Davis of West Virginia, President 


of the West Virginia Central, Baltimore & 
Cumberland Rallroads, who was appointed 
by President Harrison a member of the Na- 
tional Railroad Commission, has been shown 
a statement of the progress made by the sev- 
eral surveys which have been in the field 
surveying a route for the proposed Pan- 
American Rallway. He said no formal meet- 
jing of the commissioners had been held since 
the surveyors returned to the United States 
and no maps had as yet been completed, but 
from the topographical work done, which 
had been submitted to the commission, he 
was fully convinced of the feasibility of the 
plan. The route through Central America 
surveyed by Mir. Macomb was along the 
southern boundary of Mexico and through 
Guatemala, San Salvador, Honduras, 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica to the Sanagre 
River. This portion of the route would pre- 
sent no very great engineering difficulties, 
The line through the Andean region, sur- 
veyed by M. Shunk, was necessarily the most 
troublesome to locate and construct, It 
would lead fromthe MacomDIsthmain sur- 
vey to Carthagenia on the Caribbean Sea. The 
line through Kcuador to Peru he knew noth- 
ing of asyet. The ergregate length of the 
line would beabout ¢ miles. AS 800n as 
the surveys are completed the commission 
will meet to view them. The cost of the sur- 
veys is borne in proportion to population by 
the several Mexican Governments. Senator 
Davis says thisroad wasalways one of ex- 
Secretary Blaine’s pet projects, and he 
ooked forward toftasa means of lockin 
the American Republics in a commercia 
union which would enable them to fnaily’ 
solve their own financial problems inde.

THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT NOT WOR- 
RIED OVER THE SITUATION. 


—_— 


Par Away Troubles Turn the Nation’s 
Hyes From Scandals at Home—Ad- 
m‘ral Homann Will Be Made a Hero— 
The Republic’s Fighting Ships Now 
Before the City of Bangkok. 


Panis, July 18.—The French are becoming 
wrought up over the news from Siam. In 
every hostile move on the part of the Siam- 
ese the Paris newspapers discover the hand 
of Great Britain, always, they say, the ene- 
my of France. The Siecle is indignant be- 
cause the Engil: speak as the masters of 
the protectors © ™, whereas they are 
neither the one or the other, and it calls upon 
the Government to act with energy and 
rapidity so as not to allow the fire to spread 
into a conflagration. The Debate writes in 
the same strain and the other papers are 
unanimous in urging the Cabinet ¢o act 
energeticaliy regardless of what they consid- 
ers as British dog in the mangerism. | 

Arumor was in circulation yesterday that 
the French Ministry had sent a note to the 
Siamese Government disavowing responsli- 
bility for the action of Admiral Humann in 
crossing the bar at the month of the Menan 
and proceeding with his gunboats to Bang- 
kok. Therumor is semi-officially denied to- 
day. 

But while the Paris newspapers profess to 
be deeply agitated by the possibilities of the 
complications in Siam, the Government does 
not appear to be worried over the situation. 
The talk of war with Siam and probable 
trouble with England distracts attention 
from troubles at homeand makes the seats 
of the Ministers for the time, at least, se- 
cure. The resultof the affairso far is to 
makeaheroof Admiral Humann. He bids 
fairto eclipse Dodds of Dahomey fame, and 
may ascena to the pedestal left vacant by 


Boulanger. 


The French have four fighting ships inthe 
Menan River before Bangkok, the Siamese 
capital. They are the two gunboats Lutin 
and Comete, the crulser Forfoit and the dis- 
patch boat Inconstant. The battery of the 
Lutin consists of two fourteen centimeter 
breech-loading rifles and two torpedo tubes, 

The Forfoit has a battery of fifteen 14-cen- 
timeter 3-ton breech-loading rifles, two tor- 
pedo tubes and six machine guns.

INDIAN SELF-GOVERNMENT. 

It is difficult to see how the Secretary of 
the Interior can offer a satisfactory reply 
to the protest of Chief Jones of the Choc- 
taw Nation against federal interference in 
the case of the nine condemned Choctaws. 
Chief Jones cites the treaty guarantees of 
the United States to preserve. the 
autongmy of the Nation and its right 
to local self-government. He contends 
that the conviction of the men wis secured 
by legal means in the courts of the nation, 
and the only rightful method of interfer- 
ence is through the United States Courts. 
He shows that compliance with the request 
of the Interior Department to grantastay of 
execution is in effect a violation of Choctaw 
law, no power having been vested in the 
executive or the courts for that purpose. 

Chief Jones complains of this and other 
interferences, and pertinently asks where 
the line of federal interference is to be 
drawn. He asksif the autonomy of the 
Nation and its right of local self-govern- 
ment are to be utterly disregarded and 
broken down. If the Secretary of the In- 
terior answers honestly he willsay ‘‘yes.’’ 

No matter how illogical or illegal from 
the standpoint of Indian rights federal in- 
terference may be it will be exerted when- 
ever in the opinion ot the United States 
authorities it is necessary to prevent real 
or fancied injustice, or to preserve the 
peace. The trouble liesin the position of 
the Indian tribes with reference to the 
Federal Government. They are not in any 
sense independent sovereign nations, but 
are mere wards of the United States, hav- 
ing been awarded the privilege of trying to 
govern themselves. Their autonomy isa 
mere fiction. The Federal Government 
regards them as children whom it must 
care for, keep in order and discipline if 
necessary. 

As long as the Indian Nations retain the 


tinual federal interference. They can get 
rid of it in only one way, and that is by 
assuming Statehood and becoming inte- 
gral parts of the Union. Their rights will 
then be defined by the Constitution and 
their cause will be common with that of 
the other States. Theeariier the lands are 
allotted and Statehood is acquired the bet- 
ter for both the Indians and their white 
neighbors. The unsettled wildernesses of 
the Territory are refuges of criminals, and 
their farcical governments are only trouble- 
some menaces to peace and order.

A FRENCH LAND GRAB. 

France will doubtless have no difficulty 
in showing that the first overt act leading 
to hostilities at Bangkok was committed 
by the Siamese. The first lesson in the art 
of land grabbing which is the chief occu- 
pation of the European nations is to get 
the other fellow whose land they happen 
to want to begin the shooting. The plea 
that war is necessary to vindicate the na- 
tional honor and sustain the natidnal 
dignity is then easily made. 

The Siamese incident is merely another 
case of European aggression against a hali- 
civilized nation. The rights which France 
claims are only the fruits of her territory 
grabbing policy. She has gradually en- 
croached upon Siamese possessions and 
the matural resentment of Siam is de- 
nounced as a violation of French rights 
and is seized upon as a pretext for scaring 
or whipping the helpless Siamese into sub- 
mission to all French claims. 

Siam is helpless in the ‘hands of France, 
and the only bar to French aggression is 
English greed. Great Britain has ‘‘inter+ 
ests’? in that neighborhood, and there- | 
fore France must reckon with England. It 
is a mere matter of recokning, however, in 
which right and justice cut no fig-' 
ure. France has only to agree that 
England shall get an equivalent of any 
slice France takes to settle the matter. If 
it is thought best to let Siam preserve her 
autonomy as a sort of bar between British 
Burmah and French Annam, Siamesé 
autonomy will be preserved. If not Siam 
will be sliced up, It is a case of robbery 
and division.

Is not 
the wonderful financial development and 
rosperity of France due tothis fact of Its 
arge percapita circulation, removing the 
necessity of scramble for a certain amount of 
funds which it seems possible, in America, 
for a few capitalists to partially control? It 
seems tome thatin proportion to the in- 
creased per capita enterprise is invited, and 
fostered, and the theory of want of collateral 
is overthrown by the tact that enterprise 
creates collateral, and capltal will be called 
into requisition in all branches anon only 
by the ingenuity of man to profitably émploy 
it. Ddhis country is.of age, of good moral 
cNaracter, of noble birth, and ts worthy to'be 
trusted with as large capital as any other 
nation onearth, and [am perfectly willing 
to go on Its bond that $59 per capita will be 
properly accounted for, and I believe profita- 
bly employed, which, being interpreted, 
means relief of financial stringency.

OVERFLOWING SEWERS.
